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4. The reply has overcome the following rejections: the 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 
rejection of claims 1-13, 17-23, 27-29, 34-47, 50-55 and 59-63, the 35 U.S.C. 102/103 rejections 
of claims 1-13, 17-22, 35, 36, 50-54 and 60-63 over each of Lin and Policastro and the 35 U.S.C. 
102/103 rejections of claims 50-54 and 62 over each of Hallgren and Eichenauer. 

6. The rejection of claims 37-47 under 35 U.S.C. 102/103 over each of Lin, Policastro, Hallgren 
and Eichenauer is maintained for reasons of record. These claims do not depend from either of 
claims 1 or 50. The rejection of claims 1-13, 17-22, 37-37, 50-53 and 60-63 under 35 U.S.C. 
102/103 over Peters "158 is maintained for reasons of record. Peters teaches block copolymers 
that have a polyolefin block and a polyester block.
